A most important ilisciissioii ciisiit^il 
yesterday between the judges anil the 
' attorney-general'Telative to the conven- 
ing of the Appellntt; Court. It appears 
the Lieutenant-govenior-iu Council had 
(as was alleged) fixed the 19th day of 
December, 1S81, as tlic day for the 
a.s.sembling of the full Court in pur- 
suance of an Act of the Provincial leg- 
islature which providejl tlie, full Court 
shoulcV ^it 'only onco^ a 'year at such 
time as the executive might appoint. 
The Chief Justice on the opening of the 
discussion intimated that the judges did 
not sit as a full Court,but hnd assembled 
in respect to the ostensible wish of the 
Provincial govurunient. 'I'liat the 
jiidgea refused to sit as a full Court 
considering (subject to argument) that 
the legislature had no right to delej^ate 
any authority they might have; that 
liioy had enacted the full Court should 
,sit only once a year and that the full 
Court had already sat on the 27th June 
and could not consistently with the Act 
sit again until the 27th of June next 
vear. Furthermore it did not techni- 
cally appear that an Order-in-Counuii had 
been passed fixing the full Court for 
the I'Jth December, though the omis- 
sion might readily be rectilied. The 
main point, however, to ' which the 
attention of the attorney-goneral 
was invited consisted in this: — 
That the load legishUarc nndiir the. Briti.ih 
Xorth America Act hud no riijht of inter- 
jer«]Ke whatever ifilh tlie Bujtmne Cuurl. 
That tribunal had /leivr been constitnled, 
maintained 01 organized bij the Province; 
and the British North America Act had 
ijiven to the local legislature the power tu 
legislate 03 to civil jyrocedure as regarded 
Ihoie Omtrts only which ihe Province consti- 
tuted, maintained or organized. Jlr. Wal- 
KK.M fairly said this aspect of the ques- 
tion had been, presented for the first 
time and coincided with the judges tliat 
lime Hboiild be allowed for argument. 
T^he judges said they wished argument 
iind in such a shape that the point 
might go the Supreme Court of Cunn- 
<la. Thursday, the 5th January, was 
then fixed for discussion. It was fur- 
ther intimated by the Court that they 
would themselves make regulations in 
.pursuance of thoir jinh^fent right for 
the.speedy disposal of the several ap- 
peals "pending before the Court. To 
the minds of our readers it will readily 
occur aa we have all along insisted that 
the functions of the legislature and ex- 
ecutive should be kept entirely distinct 
from! those of the supreme judicial tri- 
bunal of the province. The framers of 
ihe British North America Act evi- 
dently contemplated it should be so,

point shall have been eventually ucyia 

ed by the Supreme Court of Canada

■ GEMENT, 

Our contemporary returns noLbing 
but abuse for our article of the 17tb 
.inent cement. The bad quality of the 
article and its ileterioration are saddled 
on the, shoulders of Mr. Elliott.

The 
province has neither the quantity nor 
the quaiity of cement it should have 
Given an agent for a principal who had 
never occassion to make a purchase of 
cement, together with a too willing 
vendor of a worthless article, and there 
is no wonder that the unfortunate 
principal, the province of British Co 
lumbia bap paid an outrageous price for 
an inferior.articlo; and that to day tl 
cement in the drydock is not up to the 
standard of ; thes .■sj^ecificatibns. Our 
readers '"may be' surprised' to" learn the 
damaged article at Esquimalt has been 
sparsely doled out, apparently to de- 
lude the public into a belief that there 
is both quantity and quality, ll is not 
so. Before the drydock can be com- 
|.>l(}tejl we hazard the opinion that over 
§100,000 will have to' be experrded'. in 
the piirchase of sulTicient and good ma- 
terial. The cement question will stick 
to Mr. Walkem and his government 
and ho will ever have to exjjlain why 
he made in a distant land a purchase 
without the consent of his co-executive, 
long before the article was evoi re- 
quired, and when the work in which it 
was to be used was i not to be jjor- 
formcd by the government. Eye-wit- 
nosses are not usually found in evi- 
dence of unfair dealing and possibly 
there may be no application for the old 
adagel ■ "that, q.s mortar sticketh be- 
tween bricks so doth fraud -between 
buying antl .selling;?'/, 'At- all events 
facts are facts and-men o£ lousiness 
will dr&'w busiiiess''o6iicIusioh8.

In ;i literary point r)f view tho onter- 
tiiinnient last evening at the Mochanics' 
Institute was u auccesa; but financially it 
eonld not bo so designated ns the atton- 
danco was very small indeod. His Honor 
the Lieut. Governor and Hon. Mr. Wnlk- 
eni occupied scats on the platform , to- 
gether with Measrs. S. P. Mills, W. K. 
Bull and J. Ross inembera of of tho In- 
stitute committee. The President, Mr. 
Jamos Fell, was in the chair. After a 
well executed piece of nnisic by tho band 
the chairman remarked that it (?avo him 
great pleasure to call on Ilis Honor tho 
Lieut. Oovornor to iulJress the meeting. 
Ho also referred to corfuspondonce in 
The Volwiist of Sunday morning on the 
subject of tho Premier acting as a judge 
on poems. 

The lieut. -governor wua greeted with 
much applause upon rising to address the 
audience. Ho remarked that he was 
much pleased in being present and con- 
gratulated the committee on their endea- 
vors not only to replenish tho funds of 
such a deserving institution; but in try- 
ing to encourage literary effort among tho 
people. Both these objects were good 
and praisowortliy ones. Tiio first should 
be encouraged as the public could got tho 
USD of most of tho leading periodicals of 
the day in the reading room of tho Insti- 
tute and could also gain access to a valu- 
able library of standard works. In no part 
of tho world was money so equally distri- 
buted as in tlaa city; while none woro 
really overburdened with it, yet nearly 
all luid u sufficiency for tho necessaries 
and many of theluxuriGs oflife. Ho hesi- 
tated in taking hold cf tho duty th^t had 
bcL-n [lut i.pon liim by tho commit- 
tee until he was told that 
he would bo associated witli Mr. Walkom 
in tho work. The contributions wore 
^numerous and required patient oxamina- 
tion. Thoy hud no difficulty however in 
awarding the palm of merit. All would 
agree with him that anything that would 
facilitate literary progress would ba bene- 
ficial to the community. On reauming 
his seat His Honor was much applauded. 

The chairman in calling on the Hon. 
Mr. N\'alken again referred to tho letter 
in The Colonint. 

Tho premier ackiiowledgod the hand- 
some compliment that had been paid him 
by tho lieut. -governor and remarked on 
the groat .adaptability of tho English lan- 
guage to blank ver.sc. He and his Hon- 
or on the second reading of the pooms had 
but little difficulty in arriving at the de- 
cision that the one in blank verse on the 
"Spirit of tho Ago" should ' bo awarded 
the prize and that the ao'Cond prize should 
bu given to tho successful competitor 
on "John Chinaman." He Uien referred 
to the usefulness of such competition in 
awaking slumbering; genius. Tho pro- 
ductions that would be read were credi- 
table to the city and province. There 
was plenty of talent here and always had 
been since 'G'i. Some of it yot remained 
that came in those early days, but some 
had gone to other lands and also to the 
home appointed for all living. He was 
much gratified at the compliment that had 
been paid him by tho committee of tho 
institute and hoped that they would have 
many successful art exhibitions and that 
their etibrts to encourage literary talent 
would be productive of much good. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Bull then read the nooni on the 
"Spirit of the Ago" which is of considor- 
ablo length and will bo published here- 
after. At tho close of the reading the 
name of the author Mr. John C. Brown 
of New Westminster was received with 
much applause. 

Tho socrotary of the Institute, Mr. S.P. 
Mills, then read the poem on John Chi- 
naman. This elicited much commenda- 
tion, and when the name of the autcor, 
Mr. J. J. Austin, was announced, a great 
storm of applause greeted him. Ho was 
called to the platform to receive the prize 
whioh^.was hap^eittq: ;bim ;by •the! Chief 
Colnmissiorier of £1 ancl W. with tho re- 
mark that it was a very creditable effort 
and ho was glad that his office hours had 
been so well occupied. (Laughter.) 

This poem will , also be published to- 
morrow. 

• Four other poems on the same ^subjoct 
were read - by Messrs.- Bull- and<«,. Mills. 
Komc of these are very good. ' * • ' 

Tlio conundrums irere tlien read by 
Mr. Millg. They wero numerous, al- 
though many of them of an inferior char- 
adter.v' Tho daily papers, City Oouncil, 
Fell, Walkom and other prominent citi- 
zens formed subjects. A few created some 
merriment and after all had been gone 
over some lialf-a-dozcn were accorded an- 
other reading. The president took ex- 
ception to one on the school trustees in 
which Dr. Slado was designated a bilk. 
Firtailly they were sifted . down. ' to two.

A vote 
on these resulted in .a tie — 21 each; but 
e;(coption being taken to the former one 
that it was old and uofc original, the lat- 
ter carried off the pri;;c of glO, which w.is 
at oiico Jiiinded to tho .mthor, Mr. John 
Ross amid niuch luuylitor. 

Tlie chairman 'iHien 'tendered a' vote of 
thanks on behalf ofthe committee to His 
Honor tho Liout, Govomor cind Hon. 
Mr. Walkom, affoj' wliicli th'o ontertain- 
was closed with the National Anthem,

Oftnada for Canadians. 

Canadian railways, built out of Cana- 
dian money should bo built by Canadian 
labor. -In British Columbia it is propos- 
ed to bring out Chinamen to build them. 
This is hardly fair to our own people. 
When native labor can be found to do tho 
work to native labor tho work sliould be 
given. In the case of private contractors 
it is hardly to bo oxpoctod that they will 
give much consideration to a sentiment 
when on the lookout for dollars and cents. 
If they can get the Chinese to do tho 
work for less money than white men thoy 
will not bo apt to decline Chinese labor 
because of tlio color of tho navvy's skin. 
There h.as been a great deal of objection 
made to tho Cliineso coming to this conti- 
nent, and British Columbia passed a bill 
restricting Chinese immigration, but it 
was afterwards disallowed. Tho first 
shipload of Chinese brought to San Fran- 
cisco was brought by contractors to build 
tho overland railway. — Toronto Telegram.

The baifiuo Fleetwing, Capt. McPhaid- 
cn, from Burrard Inlet, bound to Mel- 
bourne, which put ill Sydney harbor, re- 
cently encountered very heavy weather 
along this coast. She left Burrard Inlet 
on August 20, and had calms for the first 
six days, when light west winds sprung 
up and carried the ship to latitude 22 
north, and longtitude 137 38 west; north 
and north-east winds then prevailed to 
the north-east trades, wliicli were got in 
latitude 2i" north, they wero fresh, and 
lost in latitude 10" north. Had south and 
south-we.st winds then for two days, when 
'the.Bou|th-eaat trades wera fell inowith in 
latitude 7"4C north; crossed the equator 
on September loth, in longtitude 148^ 
west; carried tho south-east trades to lati- 
tude b' south, and tho wind tlion hauled 
to north-east and east-south-east to lati- 
tude 31" south; then had north-east and 
south-west winds for a few days, followed 
by south-west winds aiid calm to ICuig's 
Island, which was sighted on October 13; 
had variable winds and calms then for two 
days, when light north-oast winds wero 
met with until tho "iOth, wlion tho wind 
suddenly shifted to the southward and in- 
creased to a heavy gale, and on tho 22nd 
to a terrible gale, with very high sea, 
which made a clean breach over the ves- 
sel, washing everything moveable over- 
board, floating the deck load of timber, 
and filling all the houses on deck besides 
the cabin with water. A sail was put in 
tho mizen rigging to keep the ship to the 
wind, ship under reefed main topmast 
staysail, and laying in the trough of the 
sea, mdcing very bad weather; at 11:20 
p.m. same date a heavy sea struck tho 
vessel amidships, carrying away tho main 
rail, running gear, and everything about 
tho dock. Whilst the crew wero engaged j 
at the pumps, tho main rail wliich was | 
carried away fell amongst them, killing a | 
young man named Bernard Johnson, A. i 
B., a Norwegian, besides injuring four , 
others, also smashing tho fly whoo! oji the 1 
pump at midnight tho pumps wero again 
got working, and wero kept going by the 
steam engine; at 4 a.m. on the 22nd, tlie 
gale; increased still harder, the lee side 
of tho ship being continually under water; I 
at daylight commenced throwing tho | 
deck cargo overboard, there being six 
fcet'of water in the hold; found some of 
tho Btaunohions wore broken, and letting 
water in freely; stopped the hole up, and 
at noon the gale rather modoratud; made 
litttosatl to steady the ship, and buried 
the man Johnson, who was killed; at 3 
p. 111. tho water in tho hold was got under, 
and on Mond.ay tho running gear was 
fixed; gale moderating; an observation 
taken, showed the vessel was 160 miles 
off Sydney, and the ship being badly 
strained, and the crow injured and ex- 
hausted; it was deemed prudent to run 
for Sydney, arrived at 11:30 o.m. yester- 
day. Tho Fleetwing has 500 cases of 
salmon and 563,000 feet timber for iVIol- 
bourno, and she will resume iier voyage 
ill a few days. 

Tho barque .Vlice i\Iiiir, Capt. Henry, 
arrived from the Inlet yesterday morning 
lumber laden from Moody's Mills for 
Australia. 

The steamship Geo. W. Eldor, Capt. 
Morso, sails for San Francisco at 11 a.m. 
to-day. 

The shii) Dorset, Capt. Couvos, arrived 
in Royal Roads yesterday from China 
where she tot k a cargo of lumber from 
Moodevillo early in thu fall. She made 
an excellent trip there and back aud will 
now take another cargo of lumber to the 
same market.

Tho Canadian MonopolT. 

A uRually very careful city cotem- 
porary has been lead into a mistake by 
not reading both .sides of tlie Canadian 
Pacific railroad question. The Alta 
quotes the Toronto Chbe as authority. 
However ably the Olobe may bo con- 
ducted it is a partisan new8paper,novor 
stating a vliole case when tbe half 
would serve its pnrposGB better. Tho 
Canada Pacific is a government road, 
undor government control, the object 
being to innko a first-class road across 
the continent, find with the further ob- 
ject of placing a powerful first-class line 
of steamship.s ou the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, with tho avowed object of bid- 
ding for and ultimately controlling the 
transcontinental trade of China and 
Japan. To do this the government 
guaraii toes certain profit for the first ten 
years, and Ctien Tftnlts tfiis maxium of 
profit thereafter. To make good their 
guarantee they advance a great amount 
of money ami grant a great deal of 
land, which will neither be lost nor giv- 
en awny, for it will doubtless all bo ab- 
sorbed before the profitR reach the 
inaxiuni. It is impossible that this 
can be a monopoly in' any annse, as the 
people are fully protected from exor- 
bitant rates. One designated Ameri- 
can lino of road will be used until the 
Canadian line i.s built around Lakes 
Superior and Huron. Now, with re- 
ference to the road chartered by tho 
province of jNlanitoba. Tho legislature 
of Manitoba can charter any line it 
pleases within its own limits for tho 
accommodation of its people and the 
Dominion Covernnienl cannot inter- 
fere. But if thoy charter a lino intend- 
ad to bo a jiart of an intercolonial or 
international lino the charter must 
imvo the approval of, the . government 
atl Qttftwa, ; for intercolonial or intcr- 
nalionnl legiBla'tion is eicpreBsly given 
to tlio Dominion Government by tho 
Hritiah North Auierican Act. As cer- 
tain profitR are guaranteed by the gov- 
ernmnnt it certainly would not allow 
tlio line to bo tapped by rival lines in 
a foreign country, whose only object 
would bo to cripple the road and which 
are largely interested in the great strug- 
gle for tho. trade of the Pacific. Tho 
Canadians, no doubt, want the road 
badly, and thoy will take good care 
that it shall not be ruined by rival 
lines whilo it is in its infancy. — S. F. 
News Letter.

ToBsier on 
the criminal side of the court was called up 
for hearing. The prisoner was tried at 
tho last assizes for maliciously wounding 
an ox, the property of Gyves and the jury 
found a special verdict that the prisoner 
was guilty of throwing an ar at tho ox in 
question and wounding tlie same whilst in 
the act of driving tho animal from his po- 
tato patch. Upon this finding thu pris- 
oner had been remanded into custody and 
ho was now brought before the court on 
a writ of habeas corpus and counsel, Mr. 
Theodore Davio, applied for his discharge 
on tho ground that tho finding amounted 
to an acquittal, or that at least it was not 
a verdict of guilty as the jury by not fnid- 
ing malice had negatived it and the court 
could not intend malice. The attorney- 
general argued that the finding was a 
verdict of guilty. 

Their Lordships reserved jud|,'ment un- 
til Monday and in tho meantime admitted 
tho prisoner to bail himself in 8250 and 
two sureties each in 3125. 

Tho other objections to tho proceedings 
i. e. the determination of the commission 
and separation of tho jury werenot argued.

"Washington Zigrlity Years Asfo. 

In NovQuiber,I800,President Adams 
removed his family from Philadelphia 
to \yashingtpn City and, took posses- 
sion! of Iho'btiiiding whicli is now known 
tho world over as the ""White House." 
It was'nt quite finished, it had no fence 
around it, it was located in a. forest, and 
it wa.s three ruilos from tho capitol, to 
which Pennsylvania avenue was cut 
through the trees and swamps. A let- 
ter of that day said: "In going to as- 
semblies we have to drive three or four 
miles, and very . often at the risk of 
being overturned, or of being stuck in 
the mud." Mrs. Adams wrote to her 
daughter on the 21st of November, 
1800, saying that she arrived the Sun- 
day before after a tiresome and dismal 
journey .from JSaltimore. "Hero and 
there,'' siie saiid, is a small cot, without 
a glass window, interpersed among the 
forests, and tbrough which you travel 
miles without seeing a human beinj;." 
In .speaking of tho new presidential 
mansion she said: "It is ou a grand and 
superb scale, requiring about thirty ser- 
vants." Slie -was evidently a little dis- 
poscil to complain of the crude condi- 
tion in wliich she found overything.but 
she said: "If they will put mo up some 
bells and let lue have wood enough to 
keep the fires, I design to be pleased." 
Tho house required great fires and she 
was annoyed at tho difficulty in obtain- 
ing wood, when she was surrounded by 
forests, "because people cannot bo 
found to cart it." The price had gone 
up from four to seven dollars a cord, 
without aflfording tho needed supply. 
In a letter she complained of the roads 
and distances. She said: You can scar- 
cely believe, that here, in this wilder- 
ness city, I should find my time so oc- 
cupied as it is. But my visitors come, 
some three or four miles, and to return 
one of these visits is the work of a day. 
.Mr?:. Otis, my nearest neighbor, is at 
lodgings almost half a mile from me, 
and Mrs. Senator Otis two miles dis- 
tanU" Tho new city .at that time con- 
tained, about ,2,500 . inhabitants, who 
lived ■'almosi im shanties 'and partly 
finished hpuseijjBcaitered about at long 
di.stanco, with 'the tumbling down vil- 
lage of Georgetown, throe niile.s awoy, 
,or its source of supply.

A $1,600,000 Diamond 7eund, 

From all accounts tho wonderful 
Koh-i-noor or *' Mountain of Light," 
the property of her Britannic Majesty, 
is ecli[)sed by a recently discovered dia- 
mond found in South Africa and now 
in the possession of Mr. Porter-Rhodes 
who is, wc believe, the fortunate dis- 
coverer of the gem. The weight of 
the newly found stone is 150 carats. It 
is uncut, but from its peculiarly fav- 
orable shapo is not expected to lose 
more than 10 carats during the process. 
Tho diamond is as big as a very large 
walnut and is described as like "a hail- 
stone in sunlight, of a bewitching trans- 
parency, and brilliant whiteness no 
other precious metal can vie with."

The Adventnrea of a OUcaso Han in 
Alaska. 

Mr. Joseph '". Kretzingor, of Chicago, 
who loft his home in this city about five 
months ago, and, after organizing a pros- 
pecting party, made a tour through parts 
of Alaska and other far distant points in 
tho groat K'orthwest in search of gold, re- 
turned recently, and is now stopping with 
his brother, ilr. Geo. W. Kretzinger, the 
attorney. Tho returned explorer is halo 
and hearty, his journey of about 12,000 
miles having agreed with him immensely, 
and lie expressed himself as being great- 
ly in love with the cottntty through which 
tho party traveled." Mr. Kretzinger kept 
a complete diary of the trip and is pre- 
paring it for publication, intending to 
nave it ready shortly. Ho objects to fur- 
nishing details or incidents of the trip 
ahead of his diary publication, so that 
only a general outline of where tho parly 
went aud what they saw could be obtain- 
ed by the Tribune reporter, who yester- 
day met and convpraed with the gold- 
hunter. 

Mr. Krct/.inger was acconiDanied by .-V. 
P. Horton,0. 'R. Young .and R. Hauch- 
ka of Deadwood, E. .1. Bronson of San 
Francisco, and Charles Hayward, Rotoh- 
ford, Dakota. Tlio party went directly to 
Victoria, Vanconvor IsLand, and from 
thoro to Fort Wrangcl, Alaska ; thoiico to 
tho Stickcen River and up tho Stickcen 
to Telegraph Crook. From this point 
they crossed tho trail — made a portage of 
sovonty-fnur mile.i — to tho Dease Lake, 
their guns, supplies, and tents being car- 
ried by mules. At the Dease Lake they 
procured a boat — an open ono, about 40 
foot long — and in this boat went down the 
Dease River abn-.-.t 210 miles, or where 
the Dease cmptieij into the Dcloir or Laird 
River; and they floated down the' Laird 
about 300 miles and to within about 300 
miles of tho Mackenzie River and 800 
miles of tho Arctic Ocean. Thoy wero at 
this time, on tho 7th of August, some- 
thing like 6,000 miles from Chicago. The 
start back was made Aug. 12. It was 
now an up-stream journey and necessarily 
very slow, the rifecp current/ being ex- 
ceedingly swift and' strong.'' The boat 
had to bo either towed or poled. Tho 
prospecting was done on tho return trip, 
and about 200 milea south of the Dease 
Lake was found a, region quite rich with 
gold dust, samples of which Mr. Kretz- 
inger brought back with him. In the 
spring the same parties will return to tlie 
point from which the gold dust was 
brought, and will "work it" until cold 
weatlior sets in again. - •' ' 



Pki.vevii.le, Dec. 12. — A terrible 
shooting aflfray occurred, in this place 
Sunday between "Henry Vaughn and 
Charles Long. The quarrel began in 
the morning over n game of cards and 
it was thought that tho ill feeling bo- 
tweon tho parties would ceaso when 
thoy became .sober. But mutual friends 
neglected to keep thern apart and about 
two o'clock they mot in Till Glaze's sa- 
loon and pretended to make fr^end.s, 
took a drink together and conimencod 
to talk over the affair of the morning. 
Neither being willing to admit that he 
was wrong they came to hard words 
drew their pistols and emptied them 
before they stopped. Vaughn received 
a serious wound the ball ranging the 
left breast above the heart and ranging 
the left lung; also a scalp wound over 
tho loft temporal bone. Long was shot 
four times, one ball passing through the 
loft breast and right arm,but not break 
it; one through the- shoulder,^breaking 
the shoulder blade under the point, of 
shoulder; one in the forearm, the b.all 
ranging upward,s, nmking an ugly 
wound eight or nine inches in length, 
and one in the left side, tho ball *3top- 
ping near tho .spine Drs. Whittaker 
and (Jesnor took tho wounded man in 
charge and succeeded in extracting all 
tho balls from Long, but failed to get 
the bullet from Vaughn's body. Both 
men are very seriously hurt and their 
situation at present is very precariouF. 
As to who is to blame in the matter ^vr! 
arc unable to state. A.s soon ns pistols 
came in sight the room has speedily 
vocated and no one can say for certain 
who is at fault.
